Remington apparently saw his as- 
sassin, for he raised his leather brief 
case and held it over his heart. 
two shots perforated the leather case.

Three Courses Open. 

Judge Dever began this part of his 
speech by mentioning the three pos- 
sible wa$s to continue the operation of 
Chicago's local transportation facili. 
ties—municipal ownership, with some 
sort of an operating arrangement un- 
der city control; municipal ownership 
with municipal operation, or a definite 
term grant to private interests, such as 
now exists. 

“The bankers of this city and many 
of the traction managers,” he said,

.‘ hawe arrived at the conclusion that 
municipal ownership in some form is 
coming—is inevitable, 

“Under the law e city cannot 
grant a franchise for more than twen- 
ty years, and that law cannot be 
changed because the people will not 
stand for it. But the benkers of the 
city—I can give names if I'm asked 
for them—have come to the conclusion 
that a twenty year grant is not feas- 
ible, that the lines cannot be financed 
on that basis. 

Face $100,000,000 Expense. 

“To consolidate and extend the sys 
tem will require at least $100,090,900, 
and some conservative minds say 
$200,000,000, and it isn’t possible under 
a twenty year franchise to raise that 
amount of money. So out of the situa- 
tion has grown the fixed opinion of the 
bankers and the traction owners that 
some form of municipal ownership is 
coming. 

“The next mayor should and will 
play an influential part in meeting 
this problem. There is only one way 
to meet it. That is for the mayor, the 
members of the local transportation 
committee, and the owners to sit down 
at a table together and attempt to 
reach an agreement. When that comes 
I shall not be a party to any scheme 
for the confiscation of the holdings of 
any man or woman in these traction 
properties. There must be a harmon- 
ious understanding between the peo 
ple and the owners of the property. 
The holders of the securities ought to 
be paid every dollar that their prop-

Isadora Denies Break.

PARIS, Feb. 16.—The French au- 
thorities deny that Serge Essinen was 
threatened with expulsion from the 
country and Isadora Duncan insists 
that her husband quit Paris of his own 
free will, and that there is no trouble 
between them.

_ & Trpore correspondent of the Washington 
bureau says that “ congressional junkets are break- 
ing out like an epidemic.” We are giad to hear it. 
We bdelieve emphatically in junkets and cannot 
recall any that we did not believe worth the money. 

This, we admit, is contrary jo the opinion. of 
réform associations and critics of public affairs, 
Who look upon trips at public expense with sus- 
pition and disfavor. But that attitude is penny 
wisdom. We do not mind @ congressman getting 
some pleasure and relaxation at public expense if 
Jae also gets first hand knowledge, apd especially 
if he acquires a wider horizon. 

This applies also to the executive department. 
Our correspondent, among the four or five trips 


thus far planned, lists one under the direction of . 


the department of war from New York to Alaska, 
via Panama. That is highly desirable. So is an- 
other trip to Panama and the West Indies under 
the direction of the navy department and other 
trips of congresemen to the canal, over the lakes 
to the gulf w way route, and to the northwest 
to investigate timber and reforestation conditions.

A BOXING ANNOUNCEMENT. 


Arthur Burrage Farwell complained to the war 
department that illegal prize fights were staged 
on the U. S. 8. Commodore, a training ship. He 
complained to Chief Fitzmorris that illegal fights 
were allowed elsewhere in Chicago. The chief sent 
men to arrest the proprietor and boxing instructor 
of a downtown gymnasium where pugilists train 
for their fights. 

Possibly Fitzmorris wanted to make the proceed- 
ings ridiculous. Anyway, he succeeded. The sup- 
posed offense was that men who watch‘the fighters 
train pay 25 cents for the privilege of seeing boxers 
from the local stables in action with their sparring 
partners. 

We have said that Mr. Farwell, and thousands of 
the rest of us, have the inferiority complex, and for 
that reason there is opposition to a sport which 
arouses uncomfortable suggestions of incompetence. 
Mr. Farwell says that he is interested in law and 
order and that these fights are against the law. 
That isn’t candid. Mr. Farwell is ducking around 
the corner. He'd be just as much against prize 
fights if they were legal. He'd oppose legalization 
in Illinois. Sy 
Our social. reformers are negatives. Their in- 
junction is that you shall not. They are quietists, 
but not like Buddha, who was content to preach 
that the introspective life was highest, but who 
did not ask the rajahs to pass laws requiring every 
Hindoo to sit on his haunches and contemplate his 
navel. 

It would not be satisfactory to the volunteer 
public regulators if there were a law permitting 
prize fights and if prize fights were conducted with 
regard to the law. They would try to repeal the 
law. They would not be content with the privilege 
of remaining away from prize fights. They would 
compel other people to remain away. 

Frequently they say that their opposition is 
wholly to professional prize fighting and that they 
would encourage amateur sparring. We do not 
believe it. Tug TRIBUNE is trying to make arrange- 
ments for a great amateur boxing contest to be 
conducted with the sanction of the A. A. U. Noth- 
ing will be done or attempted of which the law 
does not approve. We shall endeavor to induce as 
many amateur boxers as possible to enter the 
elimination tests in the various gymnasiums and 
clubs and bring together in the finals in some 
central hall of large seating capacity the best 
boys and men in the various divisions. 

“We think that there will be as much action, if 
not as much skill, as in any professional match, 
especially if the finals bring two fine heavyweights 
together. Every precaution will be taken to pre- 
vent the matching of fighters not physically fitted 
for the game. There is an element of risk in box- 
ing, more in amateur than professional. We realize 
that some one may be hurt. There is risk in most 
games which youth likes, in swimming, boating, 
skating, football, ice hockey, etc. 

There is a possible hazard in a boxing tourna- 
ment, but so also is there in flumonia, —| 
driving, and poison whisky. 


If there is a way of inviting the athletic youth 
of Chicago to a boxing tournament, Tuz TRIBUNE | 
will do it.

The length of the court is 210 feet and 
its width 16 feet. The height of the end 
wall is 39 feet 3 inches. The ball must 
bounce back at least 48 feet to be in 
play. Necessarily, this means the ball 
must be a good deal livelier than is the 
ball used in hand ball. 

As compared with hand ball, jai alai 
requires a good deal more sprinting back 
and forth. Since the bounces are so 
much longer, the quickness and agility 
required are less than in hand ball. Nor 
is there the same premium for great 
strength in the arms. The action of the 
body required is rather more like that 
of tennis than that of hand ball. I 
should say that playing jai alai is de- 
cidedly less strenuous work than is play- 
ing handball. 

The skill in estimating where the ball 
will reach on the rebound, how it will re- 
bound, and getting into just the right po- 
sition to take it is greater than in either 
handball, squagh, or tennis. The muscle 
power used and the exertion required 
are within the limits of a game suited 
to women.

But they are 
careful drivers and seldom cause trouble 
though they break every known traffic 
law and regulation consistently. 

To my mind, the real trouble is the 
non-enforcement of the laws, which 
makes most everyone careless of all 
regulations, and, above all, the fact that 
anyone is permitted to drive a car, added 
to which is the probable fact that no 
driver of a horse-drawn vehicle thinks 
that any laws were ever made for him.

issue plan has met with scattering po- 
litical approval. 

In computing the probable highway 
revenue for the mext five years, the 
committee deciared that $112,138,645 
will be available for road work from 
all sources. This amount. it con- 
tends, will be sufficient to construct 
the 3,056 miles meeded to complete 
the state system at $25,500 a mile; to 
maintain the roads at a cost of $1,500,- 
000 a year, and to meet all other items

The period of the events of the story is long before Barrie's day, being 
abdut the time of those Chartist agitations which shook Britain from 1348 
to 1850—the period of Kingsley’s “ Alton Locke.” There are two very interest- 
ing points about Barrie's method of unfolding his narrative. The first is the 
skill with which he seems to get a whole town—men, women, children, the 
high and the low, the learned and the untutored—actively, loquaciously, aye, 
and belligerently, into his book. This is effected with amazing deftness. Con- 
sider how forced and tedious it would have been had it lacked the true artist's 
genius for selection. The other technical point of high interest to writing men 
is that two-fifths of a book, in which the total period of the action is nearly 
a year, ise given to the events of twenty-four hours. Curiosity made me exact 
about this. Twenty out of forty-five chapters, or 207 out of 510 pages, dea! 
with tumultuous happenings bounded by chapter XXV. (“ Beginning of the 
Twenty-four Hours”) and chapter XLIV. (“ End of the Twenty-four Hours”). 
This was daring, and might have thrown the whole work out of balance. It 
does not. In English fiction there are few so decisive triumphs in the manage- 
ment of material. :

Chocolate Icing. 


In response to a request for a cooked 
chocolate icing, I would suggest to 
those who can make a fine cooked icing 
that they try that. Take two cups of 
sugar and one-half cup of water, dis- 
solve carefully, and cook to thread 
stage—then pour this in a thin stream 
over two egg whites beaten to a stiff 
dryness, beating all the time and until 


the icing is cool enough not to run 
readily, then spread on cake. If the 
beating continues too long, it may 
sugar off instead of having a mirror- 
like surface as it ‘sets. 

For the chocolate icing melt two 
squares of bitter chocolate, and pour 
into the icing as soon as the sirup 
has been beaten into the egg white, 
and while it is still quite warm, and 
continue beating as when the icing 
is for a white cover. This will be of 
rather a light shade when cool, and

type used on eclairs, take equal weights 
of chocolate and powdered sugar—or 
about three level tablespoons of pow- 
dered sugar to an ounce square of 
chocolate melted, stirring in the sugar 
and beating until smooth.
